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The Varying Power of ornadoes and
Their Frequeney.

Perhaps the most important distinction
to emphasize is that between the appear-
ance of a thunder-storm and a tornado,
gince, if this can be defined, much need-
less fear at the approach of black but
harmless thunder-storms can be avoided.
When not combined with toroado man«
ifestations, the thunder.storm sends aloft
a narrow line of black clouds in advance,
which remains bigh in the air. At the
right #nd left the black clouds seem to
reach the earth, but this is caused, not
by a decent to the earth, as in a tornado,
but by distant edges of the high black
clouds receding below the horizon line. 1t
is one storm, which spreads to the left
land right. There is no splitting up of
clouds with the formation of a different
storm at another part of the borizon.

The tornado is easily distinguished
from this periectly plain edge of black
with its lighter rain-mist exteoding to
the earth, Whether the funnel is veiled
by rain or not, it is ordinarily so black
that as it approaches it appears as a col~
umn of dense darkness, narrowest at the
earth, with light breaking through on ei~
ther gide of it. The most marked trait of
all ;s that other clouds seem to be ap~
proaching, others moving at right angles,
| and a distinct storm of light bus is com-
ing up from the southwest. This is all
caused by the tornado, which is drawing
clouds and air currents toward itself from
greatdistances. 4As the toroado funnel
comes nearer, with the mass of rubbish
reaching $> the earth, the roar is frightful,
giving the observer fifteen or twenty min-
utes’ warning. Thesouth west corner of
the cellar, if the tornado is approacning
from the south or west, is the safest
place of refuge. The tornado carries the
wreckage L0 the north and east, and if
the funnel is seen in the north or east it
need not be feared, because it will almost
certainly move away.

Is There Such a Disease as Hydrophobia.
WASHINGTON POBT.

Of course the question of bydrophobia
invariably crops out in midsummer. This
is the sesson during which dogs are fre~
quently seen foaming at the mouth, fall.
ing down in fits, and exhibiting other
symptons of distress. Sinoce dogs do not
perspire, and sincq their only way of dis-
charging moisture caused by extreme
heat is through the mouth, they are gen~
erally found, during excessively warm
spelle, panting and slobbering and look-
ing miserably uncomfortable. The igno
runt takes this us a sign of danger,and it
needs only a fit or a sunstroke to con~
vince them that they are gaziog upon &
genuine case of hydrophobia.

Advanoced scientists deny the existence
of the disease, aud especially the possi-
bility of its beiny communicated to mas
through the medium of a dog's bite. Year
after year the subject is discussed, experi-
ences compared, statistics, inquiries, and
observations analyzed., And year after
year the conviction deepens that the dis
ease is & thing of the imagination. At the
annual meeting of the American Newrol-
ogical Association, held recently in Phil-
adelphia, the controversy was taken up
again and an essay read by Dr. Irving C.
Rosse, of Washington, the title thereof
being "Newspaper Rabies."” In this eseay
Dr. Rosse renewed his dissent from the
popular belief in hydrophobia, and
neither his proposition nor the mass of
evidemce upon which he basedit was
challenged by asingle one of the eminens
neurologists who composed the audience.
It seems that investigation and research
have only eonfirmed students in their
skepticism, while the failure to claim the
large rewards offered by kennel olubs,
physicians, and others for an authentio
and conclusive case of hydrophobia goes
to show that the layman fares no better
than the scientist in his quest of proof.
We really think that the general welfare
wouald be promoted it the newspapers
were a little more careful in printing sc-
counts of mad dogs running at large and
biting men, women, and children, There
can be no doubt that these publications
do a great deal of harm. If the pelice feel
called upon to put to death every dog

all necessary to declare that the dog was
suffering from hydrophobia. Science has
not yet been able to discover a conclusive
case of rabies in either man or bheast, and
that being true, newspapers can well af-
fora to distrust the statements of the po~
lice to the contrary.

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WHAT TO PREACH.

BOWS.

.| What shali the sowing be? is the decisivs
question preliminary to the familiar one
of the gospel harvest hymn. What shall
the preaching be during these precious
Sabbathe? According Lo the concrete an-
swer will be, in kind, the reaping of later
monthks.

Error-seed, of course, must not be seat-
tered from the pulpit. Heresy of opibion
would be its natural product. But the
truth may be proclaimed in such fashion
as to produce a hereticsl life, which is far
worse. Indifference, inconsistency, self-
seeking, laxity, or bigotry in the palpit
will breed the same in the pew, Unfaith-
fuloess is more deadly than unfaith. The
pastor who praetically cares little fo. the
souls of his flock is a greater infidel than

Paine or Ingersoll.

But the great majority of paators are

anxious so to preach the gospel that it

shall be the very power of God to the sal-

vation of their hearers. They ask them-

selves from week to week in all gincerity

of spiritual concern, what shall 1 preach

about in order to arouse, convict, convert

this or that hearer or class of hearers im

my congregation? What theme will most

surely lead to Christ those of my pooIPla

to whom He is a Saviour unknown? The

very asking of these qvestions in consci-

entious earnestness of the Holy Spirit's

leading and working. It is an omen of

blessing to come, if the pastor shall stead-

fastly follow the Spirit's guidance If he

is indeed a soul-seeker, in and out of his

pulpit, he will be made the instrument of

soulssaving by the Master whose own

work he is thus doing. Every style and

sort of sermon, in which the vital truth

of the gospel is conveyed with intensity

of conviction and of love, will be ased by

him who made all hearts for Himself to

all who receive it. DBut “preach

the fundamentals,” said an experienced

evangelist to a pastor asking what kind

of truth he fouud most effusive in direct

labor for souls. To drive bome the sense

of sin, now too often a vanishing quanti~

ty, and then to preach the unsearchable

riches of Christ, this is the two-fold task

of the gospel herald in every age, and our
day is not different from the days gone
by in respect to the essential character of
sinful man, or the sinner's need of Christ,

and Him crucified, Such was the preach-
ing of Pentecost, of the Reformation peri

od, of the great revivals in the last centu

ry and the first half of thia. The same
eternal true facts of law, penalty, destiny,
the need of repentance, confession, faith
in Christ, atonement, justification, sanoti-
fication, personal calling, regeneration,
adoption, must be proclaimed today if we
would see the victorious evangelism of
other generations, repeated in the congre-
gations of living men and women who are
now having the opportunity to hear of
Chbrist and accept His salvation. The
old, old story may and must take on new

stylos of telling adapted to the day and
the hearer, but “another gospel,” than
that of Paul, Peter and the Christ is a
thing empty of power and accursed.

No other line of dootrine, however true
and necessary, will effect the specific work

of conviction and conversion. Sociology
is & part of the gospel of the kingdom
which has been too long neglected, but
sociologizal sermons, in the popular under

standfog of the term, will never convert
a single sinner against God and society,
unless by some rare coincidence of saving
grace. Let the preacher of social referm
take a lesson from one of the leaders of
sociological thought.

The Birhop of Ripon recently said:
“We seek to save society, but this can be
only through tho regeneration of souls.”
The ordinary preacher can do & hundred-
fold more for the regeneration of society
by faithful labor for individual souls than
by orude discoursing on the current
] themes of sociology. Much less will he
reach the hearts of his hearers with the
converting emergy of the Word if he
preaches it in & critical, eontroversial, or
merely literary spirit. Higher critioism,
ro or con, has never yet been used by the
oly Spirit as an immediate means of
saving grace. Preaching for or against
it is like bringing an exegetical wisnow-
ing mill into the pulpit. The dust of the
controversy will surely fill the eyes of the
hearers, but whether chaff or wheat shall
drop into the pew will be a matter of
doubt.

Be the sermon both evangelical and
evangelistic, personal effort must follow
it in ninety cases out of & hundred in ors
der to bring the awakened sinner to the
feet of Jesus. Lyman Beecher was ac-
customed at Litchfield, after a sermon
asimed at the awakening of the uncon-
verted, to go to the village store, or the
mill, or any other place whore he would
meet his parishioners, to find out if his
arrows had fastened in any heart. The
skillful gospel surgeon will not neglect his

North Garolina’s Treatment in Places of her
Soldiers—How Virgiuia Treated Them.

During the late war a band ef Mectlen-
burg soldiers had been home Lo get fre-h
burses. There were about 30 in all tha
left this county in & bunch to join the
army in Virginia They pressed on day
and night till at last they were near the
Virginia line. They traveled through
some of North Carolina’s best land and
among some of her best people.
One night as the sun was shedding its
last rays of light the party, all mounted,
rode up Lo a wealthy farmer’s gate in the
northern part of the State. As they ap-
proached the beautiful Southern home, a
home that any man should be preud of,
the rich old farmer came out to meet
them.
His house was large and well built,
The rooms were large and spaeious. The
lawn was covered with beautiful shade
trees and it was well kept. A neat but
not gaudy fence surrounded the house
and lawn. In the rear of the houses as
far as the eye could reach were oribs and
barns fllled with corn and fodder. In the
distance the hands and horses could be
seen wending their way homeward from
the cotton flelds. It was in the early
epring, just as the trees were beginning
to bud. All was joy and mirth in the
land. After the long day's ride the Meck.
lenburg boys could find no more inviting
lace to stop for the night than this,
rom all appearacces it was a place of
plenty and where happiness reigned su-
preme. But lo! what did the man of the
big plantation say when these poor tired
soldiers asked to stay all night. “Just go
to the next house, they can keep you.”
Were the boys thunder-struck? No, Too
many times bad they been treated that
way by North Carolinians. It is a bitter
tale to tell but the soldiers tell it. The
asaswer would always be, “go to the next
house.” No one was in command of this
body of boys, it was & party that had just
fallen together. But far back in the
crowd was & handsome looking well kept
young lad of a soldier, with charming ap-
pearance and good address, with keen eye
and ready pluck; who, on hearing the
rich man’s declaration, rode to the front,
looked the man in the face and said: “We
are going to stay, sir, Boys ride in the
lot." The boys obeyed while the old man
and this placky fellow talked. The sol-
dier told him that his cribs and barns
and smoke houses would be bursted open
and the crowd and their horses would be
fed from his barns of plenty. And he
told bim if he wished %o save his locks
and doors, to bring ou! the keys. The
epeaker also said: “If you wish to shoot
get your gun and come ahead, you trifling
old scamp.” The large laud o #uer saw
that the soldier was grit to the craw and
to treat the crowd right was the best
thing to do.

After the seldiers had got to the lot a
negro boy took out the keys and opened
up the barns and cribs. They were filled
with the best of corn aod hay. The
borses were fed and stabled. Soon the
negro boy came running back and told
the boys that, “old missus said come and
eat.” The young soldier who had defied
the old man said: “Tell ber God bless her
soul, she is a true Southern woman.”
They went in and had an excellent sup-
per. The table groaned beneath the bur.
den of hog and hominy, It wasa grand
feast. The soldiers left next morning
with much love for her.

The soldiers rode into Virginia by the
next night. About the same time of day
they rode to the home of a Virginia farm-
er. But how different? Long before
they bad gotten to his gate the head of
the family greeted them with “Hello boys,
eome in, I am so glad to see you. It has
now been some months since I saw a sel-
dier. Come right in and you and your
horses shall be fed as long as we have
where-with te feed on.”

This is the reception the soldiers got in
Virginia. On all oceasions the Virgins
ians were willing to share with the sol-
diers what food and shelter they had.
